3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests as cited in claims 1 : A method of preparing an organometallic 
compound comprising the steps of: reacting a metal halide of the formula R^^MX^ jwith a 
Group HA compound of the formula R M X In the presence of a catalyst chosen from a 
tertiary amine, a tertiary phosphine and mixtures thereof in an organic solvent to provide an 
alkylmetal compound, wherein each R is independently chosen from H, alkyi, alkynyl and aryl; 
M is chosen from a Group IVA metal and a Group VIA metal, each X is independently a 
halogen; each R is independently chosen from (C,_ C^ )alkyl; M is a Group IIIA metal; each X 
is independently a halogen; m=0-3; and n=1-3.
